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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10-20- 
2008 has been entered. 

Claims 1-9, 20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites an external defibrillator but fails to 
recite any components e.g. defibrillation pulse generating circuitry, and electrodes. The 
examiner considers the claim to me missing essential elements for the apparatus 
claimed. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: The status indicator 
of claim 6 should state "amended" as opposed to "original" since a comma was entered 
in the previous response. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Hamilton et al US 2003/0083699. Hamilton teaches an AED that outputs context 
sensitive rescue information based on the current operational state of the device and 
any impedance detected through the rescue electrodes. See paragraphs 12, 16-17, 36, 
41-43, 50-54. The output information may be audible instructions, such as CPR 
instructions, given through a speaker (see paragraphs 17, 35-36, 49-55) and may be in 
response to a user pushing an information request button (paragraph 63). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Hamilton et al. US 2003/0083699 in view of Herleikson US 2002/0143366. 
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Applicant differs from Hamilton et al in providing a capability to determine a 
rescue electrode status between adult electrodes or pediatric electrodes. Herleikson 
teaches an AED with the capability to determine whether the electrode being used are 
adult or pediatric (paragraph 38-39 and 47). It would have been obvious to incorporate 
the identified features of Herleikson into the AED taught by Hamilton et al to enable 
AEDs to be used on pediatric patients (see Herleikson paragraph 9) without making the 
AED overly complex and providing useful guidance to the user. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-20-2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments seem to be directed to an invention more narrow 
than the interpretation of the claims would permit. While the Hamilton et al. device does 
have a number of buttons, each would constitute a single information request input 
control. Applicant seems to argue that a single button can operate the different 
parameters of Hamilton, however this is not reflected in the claim.
